By this 
Means when the Bliſter is ripe enough 
to be lane d, whether tis his Adyer- 
ſary's Reputation or Perſon that's to 
receive the Stab, our Boutefeu will be 
enabled to carry his Point effectually, 
and avoid making what the Poet calls 
_ (ame Miſchief. The Jacobin by whom 
#031 7 Henry 
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Henry III. of France was kill'd, had 
kiſs'd the Monarch's Hand, and pre- 
ſented him a Petition but a Moment 
before; and Lorenzimo- Medici, aye 
predetermined the Death of his Kinſ- 
man and Sovereign Duke Alexander, 
wheedled him, under the cloak of the 
ſincereſt Attachment, into his own Pa- 
lace, where he committed the Mur- 
der. Secrets fiſh'd out of People in 


the view of undoing them, are like 


the Poynards made uſe' of againſt theſe 


two Princes, who fell Victims to 


their Over ſecurity. For want of real 
Secrets, in Political Caſes, we muſt try 
whether pretended ones won't do the 
Jobb; for 'tis half in half upon ſueh 
Occaſions, let me tell you, to hade 
had a previous Friendſhip with the 
Perſon you aim. your Batteries at; 
tis only ſtraining your Conſcience a 
Peg or two beyond the - uſual. Pitch, 
& voila Affaire faite This is, Sir; 
(excuſe if J top the Frenchman up- 
on you once more) avoir un Eſprit de 
Diable; or, in Plautus's: Words, Colu- 
brino eſſe Ingenio. After all, if People 
will-beſo1mpertinently curious as not to 
pay themſelves with your-Tpſe — 
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look with their own Opticks into the 
Bottom of Things; what has a Gen- 
tleman left for it but to put on a Stoi- 
cial Indifference, and affect a Contempt 
of his Enemy? I am ſorry wo fay, Sir, 
that the STANDFAsSTs I have 
mentioned already, (eſpecially one of 
that Name calld ROBERT) have 
in this Point of Stoiciſm a- remarkable 
Advantage over your Houſe ; and 1 
myſelf have ſeen ſome of them (r- 
reſco referent) carry their Sang-froid to 
an unpardonable Heighth of Inſolence. 
For can — thing be a greater Affront, 
than to tell a brave Boutefeu, Sir, I 
know you bate, and would ruin me, but 
cant: let you know, that I deſpiſe, 
and could ruin you, but won't? Spcli 
a Vengeance is worth a Lake of Ne- 
penthe, and a whole Arſenal of Piſtols 
and Daggers! This ſeems to be Seneca's 
Opinion, when he ſays, Ultionis contu- 
melioſiſſimum non eſſe viſum dignum ex 
quo peteretur ultio.
